Senator Poindexter introduced a resolution calling for an apropriation for one hundred 


submarines additional to those authorized in the regular appropriation. He 
:also asked for $4,000,000 to equipUnited States yards for building them.

any way with Ambassador Von Bernstorff'since the Teuton envoy 
presented Germany's announcement of her new sea order.

GAS SUPPLY FOR THE ENTIRE GITY IS AT LOW EBB 
Turn Off Your Gas 
Tonight, Is Warning As 


Matter Of Precaution 


BULLETIN 


"We do not except to shut the gas supply off tonight," John 


McMillan, superintendent of the Portsmouth Gas Company, said in 
answer to a question concerning a rumor that the gas would bo 
-turned off this evening. "The producing company is pumping 
more gas into the mains now and we expect the pressure to increase 
• little right'along."' 


With the city in the grasp of the coldest weather experienced 


in several years the natural gas supply was curtailed Friday to 
tech an extent that all the big industrial plants and office build- 
ings in the city were out entirely off from the service. The pres- 
imre was so weak in the homes, where gas is used, that but little 
heat could be obtained. ' 


- 
This condition cannot be remedied, John McMillan, superin- 


tendent of the Portsmouth Gas company, stated Friday afternoon at 
Wo o'clock, until a serious leak in the mains near Charleston, W. 
Va., is repaired, '.which will probably be late this evening. 


In an interview Friday at two o'clock Mr. McMillan stated 


that he had received information from the general manager of the 
United Fuel Gas company, Charleston, W. Va., stating that a seri- 
ous leak in the Portsmouth gas main had been 
discovered 
near 


Charleston and that Portsmouth could not be promised relief until 
the repairs were effected. 


"I cannot give you any definite time, when the gas service will 


»ssnme a normal aspect," said Mr. McMillan. "But from the in- 
formation I have I expect that it will be tomorrow. If the gas pres- 
sure should increase before that it will probably be this evening 
after supper, when the demand for gas is not so great."

If we tat* the last sentence ft chap-; 


ter 11 and the first of chapter 111 from 
the revised version we will read:."He 
Himself knew what was In man.

This man there- 
fore comes before us as a aamnle of 
all religious men of his stamp, and as 
our Lord dealt with him BO He attil 
deals with all such. He waa one of 
the rulers and evidently a man held In 
high esteem by bis fellows, but he was' 
not as yet bftrn from above. He was 
very complimentary and courteous to 
t" » Lord Jesus, but our Lord had no 
1 ut and no time for mere complt-1 
m its. He saw all people as either I 
having life and not condemned .or up- 
j 


tiler the wrath of God and condemned 
j 


ilready (verses 18, 30). Seeing before j 
Him a lost eoul and not being willing ! 
that 'he should perish, He at once ] 
spofce to hta heart, for He knew what 
was In hlin. 


We may sum up His threefold refer- j 


ence/to the new birth (verses 3, 5, 7) i 
In the emphatic declaration of Terse 7,! 
which Is a word for every unsaved j 
person; however religious be may be. 
'"You mast be born again." or, as to.! 
the manrfo, "from above." It has been j 
truly said that If we are born but once,.' 
merely a natural birth, we shall.die 
twice, and the second, death will be 
the lake of fire (Rev. xz. 14, 15), but If 
we are born twice, have had the blrtli 
from above, we shall die but once, and, 
if nlive on earth at Uis coining shall 
'not die at all (I Cor. IT, 60-62).. While.; 
onr Lord often used the word "rerlly" 
(8 translation of amen), only In this 
Kospel Is He recorded as using the 
double verily and Just twenty-flte 
times, the.first-time being In chapter 
1, 51, and In reference to the coming 
kingdom. 
We find It In our lesion 


chapter In verses 3, 5, 11, and la the 
first two also in reference to the king- 
dom. It requires a new birth inwardly 
and a new body outwardly to enter 
that Icinsdora (I Cor. xv; GO), but if we 
nave the first we shall In due time 
have tho second (Phil, ill, 20. 21). 
Nlcodemus.. being merely a. natural 
man, although a religious .one,: cotild' 
not understand spiritual things, ac- 
(jonling to 1 Cor. H, 14, therefore his 
many questions. As a master of Israel 
(veree 10) he might have known more 
than he dltl. but he needed some one In 
him whom he had never yet received 
(chanter 1.12). 
,' 


Our Lord then took him buck to an 


incident In the wilderness story, with 
which ho. must have been familiar 
(verses 14, 15), and from it taught him 
how to be born again, and we conclude 
from chapters vll, DO, 01; xlx. 80, that 
then or Inter Nicodemus waa really 
born again and became'a true dlsclplo 
of Jesus Christ 


The new birth is wrought in. us by 


the word of God and tho Spirit of God, 
KB our Lord taught in verse 5, the wa- 
ter signifying the word as In Eph. T, 
20. Both Jnmes and/Peter are In per- 
fect accord as to tho new birth being 
accomplished by the word of God (.Tas. 
•1. 18; I Pet. 1, 23), and our Lord said 
that HlB words were Spirit and Life 
(John T!, 03). I have often seen John 
III, 10, bring about'the new birth In a 
soul Just by writing the person's name 
In the verse Instead of the words "the 
world" and "whosoever." and, as qulck- 
lv as the bitten Israelites looked upon 
the dead representation of that which 
hud bitten them and lived so have I 
seen Elnnrns looking upon Jesus made 
sin for then and obtaining life by' a 
Jock. "He came to save the lost, the 
sick the hopeless, and He doca it all 
Himself. 


We harp only to let Him save us, to, 


see Him dying In our stead, beniing 
our sins In His own body. and. receiv- 
ing him, take Him at His word, that 
hy virtue of His great sacrifice Ml 
such hnve everlasting life and can nev- 
er perish. People are condemned not 
because of auy ordinary sin. for all 
are sinners, bnt because they will not 
receive HIn? who alone can save them, 
because they will not look and, live 
(verses 18. 10). By receiving Him we 
honor God ns true, but by refusing to 
receive Him we mate God a liar and 
Join hands with the father of lies 
ngainst God (verse 33: I John T, 10; 
John vlli, 24).

speak of Himself as" "the Son of Man 
who is in heaven" while yet He1 was 
on earth (verse 13).

Germany's declaration of unrestricted submarine warfare has 


precipitated a serious and critical situation upon the United States. 
It is recognized that this country cannot submit to the intolerable 
condition of having her. shipping sunk and her citizens drowned 
upon the high seas, without warning and without chance of escape. 


It is suggested that diplomatic relations with Germany be sev- 


ered at once. That will get us nowhere, except to war, if her an- 
nounced policy is pursued. For that it would have effect of induc- 
ing her to rescind her declared purpose is altogether to be doubted. 
It is questionable, too, if the mere announcement of one nation that 
it will enter upon a policy deemed inimical by another will justify 
the peremptory withdrawal of diplomatic relations—vigorous pro. 
test and the awaiting of unfriendly act might be the more proper 
anil better course. .

William Jennings Bryan, in various speeches, makes the-asser- 


tion that the female vote re-elected Wilson president. We are a bit 
curious to know whether this is a mere assumption of his, from 
the respeet he has for woman in general, or whether he has any 
facts and figures upon which to base it. Such data as is to be ob- 
tained from actual election returns indicate, exactly contrary to 
liis assertion. . These returns are from Illinois, where the women 
were qualified to vote only for president and state officials created 
by statute. 
Separate polling places and returns were kept for 


them and that makes it possible .to learn just how they voted. The 
count shows they gave Hughes practically all the majority he re- 
ceived-in the state. In view of a preconceived public opinion that 
scorned altogether favorable to Bryan's expressed conception, this 
may seem singular, but its singularity is no less marked than its dis- 
putable truth, proven by ;the official figures. 


Perhaps, Bryan looks upon the outcome in California as re- 


cleeting Wilson and he may accept the common verdict that the 
iromen voted for him there. Doubtless, many of them did, but that 
a sufficient number did to establish his rather meagre majority in 
tbift pivotal commonwealth is another question. The circumstances 
seem to indicate they did not. The vast disparity between the vote 
'of Hughes and that of Johnson, the Republican candidate for sen- 
ator, looks like the work of men rather than of lovely'woman, while 
further than that the sentiment in the states adjacent to California, 
where women did not vote, was so pronounced that it must have 
also extended to and influenced California.
